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ConRail Plan Costly 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Revitalizing 
seven financially ailing Northeastern 
and Midwestern railroads would cost 
more than three times the amount 
Congress estimated in 1973, a federal 
advisory agency said today. 
The U.S. Railroad Association said it 
would cost $3.6 billion to $7.3 billion 
over the next 14 years to consolidate 
and rebuild the railroads into a profit- 
making quasi-government corporation 
known as ConRail. 
The rail association’s price tag is for 
renovating current track and equip­ 
ment and for purchasing new cars 
once the railroads have turned their 
property over to ConRail. 
The total could be higher if creditors 
of the railroads are successful in 


claiming that the government, through 
ConRail, did not adequately com­ 
pensate them for their property. 
The association did not recommend 
just how the funds should be given to 
ConRail but said the funds and the 
maintenance work they would allow 
are the key to ConRail’s future 
profitability. 
Legislation already passed by 
Congress 
would allow ConRail to 
collect funds through a government 
guarantee of any loans made 
to 
ConRail 
by 
private investors. 
However, that guarantee is limited to a 
total of $1.5 billion in loans. 
The association's cost estimate 
came as 
it 
unveiled its plan to 
restructure the seven railroads. 


The plan calls for abandonment or 
subsidization by federal and state 
governments of 6,200 miles of un­ 
profitable branch and feeder rail lines 
and extensive upgrading of main line 
track to permit highspeed freight and 
passenger trains. 
It also recommends that passenger 
train service be sharply increased in 
frequency on 17 routes between major 
cities and that the main track between 
New York and Washington be reserved 
for passenger trains with freight trains 
using other tracks. 
The rail association predicted that 
ConRail could be made profitable but 
said an extensive — and expensive — 
rehabilitation program for track and 
equipment was critical to its success.

To Save On Jobs

As unemployment spirals upward, 
more and more American workers are 
uniting, but in a very different way. 
They’re volunteering to forgo raises or 
to work fewer hours or to give up 
vacation days to keep their jobs. 


Cops, 
airline 
pilots, 
garment 
workers, journalists, electricians, and 
textile workers are among those who 
have decided that a partial job is bet­ 
ter than no job at all. 


Some workers have volunteered to 
work a four-day week — at four days’ 
pay. Others have turned back pay 
hikes that were supposed to go into 
effect under union contracts. Still 
others are alternating a week’s work 
and a week’s unemployment com­ 
pensation, not always voluntarily. 


The phenomenon, reminiscent of the 
Great Depression of the ’30s, is spotty 
around the country. It involves only a 
tiny fraction of the nation’s 92.1 million 
work force. 


In Georgia, an estimated 75,000 
workers, most of them working for 45 
firms in the southeastern part of the 
state, are on a system of “ partial lay­ 
offs.” They work one week and collect 
unemployment compensation the next. 
Orwis Coward, plant manager of 
Baxley Veneer and Cleat Co. in 
Baxley, Ga., said about 65 per cent of 
the company’s IOO employes are on 
partial layoffs. 
In some cases, unions have initiated 
cutbacks that in 
less troubled 
economic times would be high heresy. 
At the Washington-Star News, for 
example, Newspaper Guild members 
voted 347 to 45 to work a four-day week 
for four days’ pay. The move saved the 
jobs of IOO of the 560 persons the guild 
represents. 
“ It certainly is a sacrifice,” said 
Philip M. Kadis, a reporter who is the 
Guild unit chairman. “ People are cut 
short with overextended credit, but it 
was the best alternative under the 
circumstances.” 
More than 1,000 Great Lakes 
Express employes in seven states 
agreed to a 20 per cent pay cut for the 
first quarter of 1975. All but 12 of the 
workers voluntarily agreed to the cut.

CHICAGO (AP) — The American 
Bar Association has ended internal 
bickering and removed one roadblock 
to wider acceptance of prepaid legal 
insurance. 
But it may be as long as a decade 
before legal insurance catches on for 
the 
m ajority 
of 
middle-income 
Americans, and one of the primary 
reasons for the delay is the current 
state of the economy, an ABA official 
familiar with the controversy said. 
Prepaid legal insurance first came 
on the scene in 1971 with an ex­ 
perimental, funded program for 230 
construction employes in Shreveport, 
14. According to ABA reports, the 
program is successful and is operating 
on its own funding. 
Basically, it provides legal services 
worth $1,600 a year for a $33 annual 
paym ent by the worker. Other 
programs provide various services for 
payments ranging from $10 to $180 a 
year. 
Yet in the past five years only about 
20 programs covering about 100,000 of 
America’s 90 million workers have 
been established, said Philip J. 
Murphy, an ABA staff director for the 
plan. 
The ABA’s members were divided, 
sometimes bitterly, over whether a 
group with legal insurance should have 
the services of one lawyer or law firm 
or if members could go to the lawyer of 
their choice.

At a midyear meeting Monday, the 
ABA House of Delegates com­

One ABA spokesman said the action 
was significant, but other sources said 
the internal fight was only a small 
reason why acceptance of the concept 
has failed to catch on in the past four 
years. 
“What Monday’s action means is 
that the rules of the game are now the 
same, whether you use one plan or 
another,” said an ABA official who 
declined the use of his name. “And it is 
hoped that lawyers stop arguing on the 
subject and just get down to trying to 
institute some of these plans and see 
how they really do operate.” 
A basic reason for the failure of legal 
insurance to gain popularity is the 
failing economy, he added. Unions, 
seeing inflation erode wage and other 
fringe benefit gains, are more con­ 
cerned with recovering their losses. 


Flu Deaths 
Dip Sharply 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — Influenza- 
related deaths dipped sharply across 
the country during the week ending 
Feb. 15, the national Center for 
Disease Control reports. 
However, the rate of flu-related 
deaths remained above the epidemic 
threshold for the sixth consecutive 
week, Dr. Charles Hoke of the center’s 
flu surveillance team said Monday. 
The latest statistics showed 690 flu- 
related deaths in 121 major U.S. cities 
for the week ending Feb. 15. 
That is 123 above the “expected 
number” established by the center’s 
evaluation of flu activity in previous 
years. However, it is 126 below the 
peak of 816 deaths reported earlier in 
February. 
“This year has been a mild flu year 
over-all,” said Hoke. “We see a 
definite decrease in flu-linked deaths 
in all regions except the Mountain and 
New England regions. 
The Mountain states, which include 
New Mexico, Colorado, Nevada, Utah 
and Arizona, remained slightly above 
the epidemic threshold, said Hoke.

Rhode Island were slightly below the 
threshold, he said.

Speaking Of Your Health

For years I begged my husband not 
to eat as many nuts as he does. 
Recently, he developed an intestinal 
obstruction and I’m sure the nuts did 
it. No one seems to agree with me. 
What do you think? 
Mrs.G.C.,N.Y. 
Dear Mrs. C.: 
I don’t agree with you either. There 
is no relationship between eating nuts 
and intestinal obstruction. 
Many people, like yourself, find it 
necessary to identify an illness with 
some past experience which usually 
has no connection whatsoever. 
Intestinal obstruction is a complex 
problem that can be caused by a 
variety of conditions. Bands of 
adhesion, 
tum ors, 
severe, 
in­ 
flammation or vascular causes may be 
responsible. 
Emergency methods, both medical 
and surgical, are necessary to restore 
the free flow of food and fluids through 
the obstructed bowel. 
Chastising 
yourself 
and 
your 
husband for reasons that have no 
validity will impose a great burden on 
both of you and will not speed your 
husband’s recovery. 


I’m 41 and have had normal hearing. 
I woke about eight weeks ago with the 
realization that I was totally deaf in 
one ear. My hearing was normal 
before I went deaf. Can you explain it? 
Mr. G.K., Ariz. 
Dear Mr. K.: 
Your story is not unusual, especially 
when it is told to an ear specialist. 
A sudden loss of hearing, known as 
“ sensory-neural” 
deafness, 
or 
“perceptive” deafness, may be the 
result of an injury, drugs, a viral 
disease, or a hemorrhage into the 
cochlea, a vital part of the inner ear 
hearing mechanism. 
Exposure to loud noise over a long 
period of time, such as gunfire, air­ 
plane motors or other industrial 
noises, also may be responsible. 
It is very difficult to predict how 
much hearing will return. Repeated 
examinations with an audiometer and 
the electronic instruments that are 
now available can detect the earliest 
return of function. 
It is essential that the exact cause be 
established to safeguard the hearing in 
your other ear.

Fuel Stam p Plan 
Pushed By H art Ice 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A bill in­ 
troduced by Sen. Vance Hartke, D- 
Ind., would allow low-income families 
to purchase fuel stamps to help buy 
energy they need to cook and heat their 
homes. 
“Many families face the prospect of 
losing thei** homes because they can no 
longer afford their utility bills,” the 
Indiana senatoi said. 
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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The State 
of Ohio will sue the federal govern­ 
ment in an attempt to regain 13 million 
cut from Ohio’s federal welfare al­ 
lotments, Gov. James A. Rhodes said 
Tuesday. 
Rhodes said he is asking Atty. Gen. 
William J. Brown to seek court action 
against the U.S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 
The welfare cutbacks are part of the 
federal government’s plan to force 
states to weed out ineligible and over­ 
paid recipients. 
Rhodes said the allotment cuts, 
which are affecting a number of states, 
penalize the states for HEW ’s loose 
administration of federal funds. 
“ We are not going to stab the 
working people of Ohio in the back 
because of the inefficiencies of the 
federal government,” the Republican 
governor said. 
Rhodes said Ohio would ask for the 
restoration of the $3 million cut from 
the state’s January-March allotments. 
‘ We believe this cut was illegally 
made,” he said. The funds were for Aid 
to Dependent Children programs. 
Rhodes said Ohio also would seek to 
prevent HEW from making any ad­ 
ditional cuts. The state has been ad­ 
vised that HEW is threatening a cut of 
$2.5 million in the April-June allot­ 
ment, he said. 
“ HEW is trying to make the states 
responsible for checking errors that 
the so-called honor system created,” 
the governor said. 
Auto Tests 
Under Fire 
At Cincy 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - Two 
Cincinnati city councilmen have 
started legal machinery to get the only 
c ity in Ohio required to test auto 
emissions out of the federally-ordered 
program. 
“ We are against an arbitrary 
decision that says Cincinnati shall be a 
laboratory for the nation,” said James 
C. Cissell and David S. Mann. 
Both asked Cincinnati City Solicitor 
Thomas Luebbers to prepare a suit 
against the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency, which forced auto 
emission testing here starting Jan. I 
for all auto owners in Hamilton 
County. 
The order, however, does not require 
testing for motorists in Kentucky and 
Indiana who drive into the city daily. 
"The issue is how we can achieve 
clean air and whether the auto 
emission testing program has very 
much ... to do with achieving this 
goal,” the councilmen said Tuesday. 
The councilmen said EPA imposed 
the program because Cincinnati had 
testing facilities in its safety lane and a 
sophisticated method of measuring 
pollution in the air. 
"In our view, it would be cheaper 
and more effective to require four auto 
makers to improve their equipment 
than to impose the costs of emission 
testing on our local citizens,” the pair 
said in a prepared statement. 
They gave Luebbers three possible 
grounds on which to prepare a suit: 
that EPA made a mistake, that con­ 
ditions have changed since city council 
approved the program or that Cin­ 
cinnati circumstances are so similar to 
other cities where emission testing has 
riot been mandated that improper dis­ 
crimination has been shown.

Ohio is opposed to welfare cheaters, 
Rhodes said, and will make every 
effort to reduce errors. “ But it is an 
absolute impossibility to make these 
corrections in the short period of time 
which the federal government has 
allowed,” he said. 
Rhodes said the state cannot meet 
HEW ’s maximum ineligible error rate 
of three per cent and maximum over­ 
payment error rate of five per cent by 
June 1975. During the last half of 1974, 


the error rate was ll per cent for 
ineligibles and 14.5 per cent for over­ 
payments. 
The governor noted that the current 
economic situation is pushing welfare 
rolls higher. Ohio had 499,545 ADC 
recipients in August 1974, but 538,422 
recipients in January 1975, with a 
possible 600,000 applicants by June, he 
said. 
Rhodes said if the federal allotment 
reductions are allowed to stay in ef­ 


fect, the Ohio Department of Public 
Welfare will have to cut the allotments 
to counties for welfare clients. 
State cutbacks would take the forms 
of an across-the-board cut to all 
recipients or selective cuts to counties 
with identifiable error rates on 
eligibility and overpayments, Rhodes 
said. 
“ Either of these choices would hurt 
l>eople,” he said. "We have to do 
everything in our power to avoid that.” 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Rep. 
Arthur Bowers, 
D-98 Steubenville, 
introduced a bill that grants a $19 
million loan from the state’s general 
revenue fund to the Ohio Department 
of Transportation. 
Bowers, chairman of the House 
Highways 
and 
Highway 
Safety 
Committee, said the hard-pressed 
department can use the funds to 
qualify for about $47 million now 
available in federal highway matching 
funds. 


He said he didn’t want to risk Ohio’s 
chances of getting the money on Gov.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — A 
federal judge in Columbus abused his 
power when he imposed contempt 
citations and fines on 700 southeastern 
Ohio miners last year, the U.S. 6th 
Circuit Court of Appeals has ruled. 
“ There is no such thing in the law of 
these United States as a class action 
criminal proceeding wherein unnamed 
defendants are tried in absentia 
through representatives,” the ap­ 
pellate court ruled on two instances 
involving the United Mine Workers. 
The cases involved refusal of union 


members to cross picket lines set up by 
UMW members from other areas 
where there were strikes. 
U.S. District Judge Carl Kubin 
imposed $25 fines on each member of 
local 1441 at the North American Coal 
Corp. Powhatan No. 5 mine and on 
UMW Local 2262 at NACC’s Powhatan 
No. 3 mine. 
The walkouts occurred Feb 25 and 
March 12 respectively. 
The appellate court said the U.S. 
District Court for Southern Ohio erred 
by convicting the union members and 


fining them individually without a 
hearing, representation, proof or docu­ 
mentation that they had been properly 
notified of an injunction. 
The court noted the judge reduced 
the fines to $1 citing a question of the 
notice. Judge Rubin imposed the fines 
for contempt saying the miners failed 
to comply with his back to work order, 
the court noted. 
At the same time, the court warned 
of the use of the awesome power of the 
courts. 
“ The equity power of the district 


court to grant relief and enforce its 
orders by contempt proceedings is 
potent, indeed. 
“ And 
as 
the

judge 
recognized in this case, the Supreme 
Court has squarely authorized em­ 
ployment of these measures to restrain 
strikes

tnanagement contracts construed to

“ Nonetheless,” the appellate court 
said, “ the awesome powers of in­ 
junction and contempt are hedged by

The Public Works Committee was 
one of my original legislative com­ 
mittee assignments when I first came 
to Congress in 1961. Committee reform 
legislation enacted last October 
broadened 
the 
com m ittee’s 
jurisdiction and retitled it “ Public 
Works and Transportation.” 
I am delighted to undertake the 
challenge of this broadened respon­ 
sibility. For the first tiihe, the bulk of 
transportation jurisdiction and the 
problems incumbent to a national 
transportation system are under one 
committee. The Public Works and 
Transportation Committee now en­ 
compasses all forms of transportation 
except railroad systems. This is a very 
healthy thing. With this expanded 
jurisdiction, we can develop a well 
balanced and integrated national 
transportation system. 
During the current Congress, the 
committee will be made up of 27 
I )emocrats (the majority party) and 13 
Republicans, including myself. 
Iiegislative jurisdiction is allocated 
among six subcom m ittees, whose 
membership reflects the same two-to- 
one ratio of the full committee and the 
Congress as a whole. As the ranking 
minority member, I sit as an ad hoc 
m em ber on 
all 
of 
these 
sub­ 
committees. 
Legislation originating in these 
subcommittees affect the economic 
development of the Sixth District as 
well as the entire State of Ohio. In the 
past I have introduced and helped 
obtain passage of the Appalachian 
Regional Development 
Act, the 
Economic Development Act, the 
Federal-Aid Highway Act, and the 
Water Pollution Control Act, all of 
which have been of great benefit to our 
area in developing permanent jobs, 
promoting sound economic growth, 
and preserving and protecting our 
environment. 
The newly-formed Aviation sub­ 
committee has initial jurisdiction over 
many aspects of general and com­ 
mercial aviation including airport 
developm ent, rate schedules, and 
airline safety. 
Our air carriers moved about 210 
million people in 1974. This is likely to 
more than double by 1980. Air cargo 
movements are climbing rapidly and 
there is no indication that military 
training flights, which also make 
heavy demands on our Air Traffic 
Control system, will in any way lessen. 
During the first four years under the 
Airport and Airways Development Act 
of 1970, the National Airport System 
received allocations totaling more 
than $1.1 billion in development aid. As 
a result, much has been done to im­ 
prove the efficiency and safety of 
airports. However, in light of recent 
airline catstrophes, much more needs 
to be done. 
The Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission, which now falls under Public 
Works and Transportation jurisdic­ 
tion, gains special significance within 
the committee due to problems caused 
by 
the 
energy 
crisis 
and 
en­ 
vironmental developments. Problems 
caused by the energy shortage range 
from fuel conservation to fuel cost 
compensation for owner operators. 
Reduced supplies, uneven distribution, 
and increasing costs of energy con­ 
tribute 
to 
the 
urgent 
need 
for 
developing 
practical 
energy 
strategies. With only 6 per cent of the 
E arth’s population, the U.S. consumes 
one-third of the world’s energy. 
Although the Nation has vast coal 
reserves, underdeveloped oil shale 
deposits, and access to a highly 
sophisticated technology, the national 
economy and security will continue for 
some time to depend upon foreign 
sources of energy, particularly 
petroleum. 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
programs will have to be designed to 
assist carriers and their operators in 
receiving compensation for spiraling 
rises in cost of fuel. 
Water resources is one of my major 


subcom m ittee 
resp o n sib ilities. 
Measures considered here concern 
such areas as navigable waterways; 
water quality 
programs including 
grant authority for construction of 
sewage treatment plants; and Corps of 
Engineers multi-purpose watershed 
projects for flood control, recreation, 
hydroelectric power, and navigation. 
In this area, I recently introduced a 
motion before the full committee to 
authorize a survey by the Army Corps 
of Engineers of the economic and 
engineering 
feasibility 
of 
im­ 
provement and development of port 
facilities along the Ohio River. The 
port improvements could play a key 
role in the advancement of programs 
for converting Ohio coal into gasoline, 
heating oil and other vital products 
and for delivery to distant markets. 
The resources and manpower of the 
Public Works and Transportation 
Committee are committed to the ef­ 
fective and economical administration 
of these new areas of jurisdiction. My 
full effort will be to use this new 
authority to help solve the many 
problems, both Nationally and those 
affecting the Sixth District of Ohio.

“We've underestimated the horse,’’ 
said Dr. Voith, who rec ently completed 
research on the animal’s ability to dis­ 
criminate between various geometric 
signs and symbols. 


Dr. Voith trained horses last year to 
distinguish between orders of signs by 
using rewards and reinforcement.

Easter Seal Society 
Dates Back To 1919 
EDITOR’S NOTE: This article is 
one of a series sponsored by the Cir­ 
cleville Area (lam b er of Commerce 
as a public information project in­ 
volving local health service agencies. 


The history of the Easter Seal 
movement goes back to 1919. Edgar 
Allen, a native of Elyria, Ohio, the 
founder of the Easter Seal Society, was 
cruelly hurt by the tragedy of his son’s 
death as a result of a street car ac­ 
cident in May of 1907. 
Four persons were killed and eight 
badly injured in this accident. Just two 
days before this accident, Allen had 
met with a committee to plan a 
campaign to raise funds for a new 
hospital. In October of 1908, the Elyria 
Memorial Hospital opened its doors to 
serve the sick and injured of the 
community. Two years after the 
hospital doors were opened, Allen, on a 
visit to the hospital came face to face 
with a crippled patient, the first 
crippled child to be admitted to the 
hospital. It was at this time that Allen 
pursued specialized facilities for the 
handicapped. 
After much research and planning 
by Allen and his many interested 
friends and also through the assistance 
of Rotary Clubs throughout Ohio, on 
April 22, 1919, Uh Ohio Society for 
Crippled Children was formed. As 
surrounding states recognized the 
same need, other State societies were 
formed 
and 
then 
the 
National 
Organization came into being. 
The local Easter Seal Unit is a 
voluntary agency serving disabled 
persons and their families in Pickaway 
County, without regard to race, color 
or creed. We feel that it is the greatest 
need of handicapped persons to be a 
part of their conununity life to the 
fullest extent of their physical and 
mental capabilities. This implies their 
acceptance by their community as 
individuals with rights and respon­ 
sibilities. 
Everyone knows or is aware that the 
disaster of a crippling condition may 
strike by accident, illness or birth; and 
it is no respecter of the young or old, 
men or women, profession or af­ 
fluency. When it comes, the victim 
then has to make the best of the 
abilities which remain. The Pickaway 
County Easter Seal Society desires to 
provide the best service available for 
the handicapped children and adults in 
the community. 
Services to persons who meet up 
with crippling conditions include 
purchase of therapy treatm ents 
(physical), transportation, special 
orthopaedic shoes, braces, epilepsey 
clinic fees, special wheelchairs. 
Camperships to Camp Pittinger, which 


is a special camp for handicapped 
children and adults are provided. 
Supplies for the Pickaway County 
Speech and Hearing Center are pur­ 
chased. 
Equipment loan 
program 
includes wheelchairs, walkers, canes 
and other convalescent equipment. 
The local chapter also pays rental for 
equipment obtained through local drug 
stores when unable to supply client 
with same. 


When contacted for a service which 
the agency is unable to provide, the 
client is referred to another agency 
and then later follow up, if possible, to 
see if the client has received the 
assistance needed. Friendly visits are 
also made. New services are added as 
the need and ability to provide them 
arise. 


The entire program is financed by 
voluntary contributions received 
through the annual E aster Seal 
Campaign, which is held in March and 
April. Some of the special events other 
than 
mail 
campaign 
are 
the 
wheelchair basketball game, lily Day, 
Coin Canisters and coin cards in 
county schools. The Circleville Rotary 
Club Auction and Jaycee Karate 
Tournament has assisted greatly also 
towards the campaign. 
During the past year some of the 
major expenditures have been the 
purchase of eight new wheel chairs, 
two of which were for persons needing 
special equipped chairs, (The cost of 
wheelchairs ranges from $150 to 
$500.»; purchase of seven pairs of 
orthopaedic shoes; braces for seven 
clients (with cost from $37 to $200 
each); special walker; five cam­ 
perships at $115 each; $100 con­ 
tribution for I^arry Stant to attend 
wheelchair olympics; 
$300 con­ 
tribution to Franklin County Easter 
Seal Center as several Pickaway 
County children received services at 
the Center; rental equipment and 
medication. 
The unit is affiliated with the Ohio 
Easter Seal Society for Crippled 
Children and Adults, and the National 
Easter Seal Society, with offices in 
Columbus, Ohio ai d Chicago, Illinois, 
respectively. The local office is located 
at 216Mz South Court Street and the 
group meets the first Tuesday of each 
month.

The Yankee show is based 
on the hit British series 
created by Jean Marsh and 
Eileen Atkins, but that is its 
only link to the auld upper­ 
class sod, says executive 
producer Beryl Vertue. 
“The only similarity — and 
I’m quite keen to make this 
dear — is that I’ve taken the 
premise of class distinction, 
stuck it in America and liter­ 
ally begun all over again,” 
she emphasizes. 
It’s in TV’s tradition of 
logic that “Beacon Hill,” set 
in Boston and produced by a 
British company, could, in 
the words of its press agent, 
“auger the return of great 
television drama to New York 
City.” 
This means the show, which 
CBS says may air this spring, 
is the pilot for a possible 
series to be taped in Fun City 
and not Hollywood. 
New York was chosen be­

Vertue, who is the executive

While most of “Beacon 
Hill” is taped at CBS studios 
here, exterior scenes are shot 


in Boston, l^ast weekend, 
Miss Vertue took the cast, 
crew and a 1911 Rolls-Royce 
there for taping in Beacon 
Hill’s Mount Vernon section, 
where the landed gentry 
perch. 
Viewers who perch at 
setside for public TV’s 
’Upstairs, Downstairs” know 
by now that the Bellamy 
household and hijinks thereof 
commenced 
in 
Britain’s 
Edwardian era and have 
since moved on to World War 
I. 
In “ Beacon Hill,” the 
starting time is 1920, the era 
Prohibition. 
And Boston’s upper and 
lesser classes are seen in the 
B e n j a m i n 
L a s s i t e r 
household, which includes 
four daughters, a one-armed 
son who fought in the Great 
War, a covey of Irish ser­ 
vants, a black cook, a live-in 
secretary and an English but­ 
ler. 
The lord of the manor, por­ 
trayed by Stephen Elliott, is a 
first-generation-rich 
citizen 
of Irish descent in his late 50s. 
He’s described by Miss 
Vertue as “a gray eminence 
in Boston politics,” as most 
everyone there is. 
Miss V., a pleasant, soft- 
voiced Englishwoman, was 
asked if “Beacon Hill” will 
have a pattern of romance 
and skullery skulduggery 
similar to its British cousin. 
“Yes, got all that,” she 
laughed. “That went on in 
America as well, I’ve dis­ 
covered.”

Ohioan* To Put Stickers 
Moundbuilders Become Kiwanians on License, staggered 
Sales To Begin Monday 


Mrs. M ary Zahard, Pickaw ay 
County Deputy Registrar, remindis 
motor vehicle owners, that the first 
two major changes in state licensing 
procedures in Ohio’s history will take 
effect March I, when the 1975 vehicle 
registration year gets underway. 
The 
switch 
to 
a 
staggered 
registration schedule and license plate 
validation stickers will affect everyone 
of the state’s vehicle owners. 
Deputy Registrar Zahard w ill 
continue to collect fees and issue 
registration m aterials. However, 
instead of issuing new license plates, 
she will issue one validation sticker for 
each vehicle registered. 
Motorists will continue to display 
their 1974 Ohio license plates with the 
validation sticker attached in the 
bottom right-hand comer of the rear 
plate. 
The stickers will be three different 
colors depending on the type of vehicle 
owned. 
Ohioans have been divided into three 
separate groups with each assigned its 
own exclusive 30-day registration 
period. 
Here is the breakdown of the new 
registraton schedule. 
March 1-31 — Owners of non­ 
passenger vehicles (trucks, trailers, 
m otorcycles, house vehicles, all 
vehicles except passenger cars). No 
passenger vehicles will be registered. 
April 1-30 — All passenger car 
owners whose last name begin with the 
letters A through K. 
May 1-31 — All passenger car 
owners whose last name begin with the 
letters L through Z. Persons in this 
alphabetic group cannot register 
passenger cars before May I. 
Ohioans who own both passenger 
cars and non-passenger vehicles (such 
as house vehicles and motorcycles) 
may 
wait 
until their assigned 
passenger car registration month to 
register the vehicles. 
The fee for license plates is $10.50 for 
passenger cars plus a 50 cent deputy 
registrar service charge and in Cir­ 
cleville the additional $5 local per­ 
missive tax for a total of $16. 
Persons living in the county will pay 
$11 for the tags. 
Owners will not have to pay to 
reserve tags locally since they will be 
using the same number, except for 
those persons who reserve numbers 
through the state Bureau of Motor 
Vehicles. 


In the event that a new set of plates 
are issued as for a newly purchased 
vehicle, an additional 50 cents must be 
charged for the reflectorization of the 
plate.

Duffield, who works with the Field

But it has grown to over 6,300 in­ 
dividual clubs in the United States and 
around the world.
